30. (Amended) The method of claim 29, wherein the vesicle-forming lipid is selected firom 
the group consisting of hydrogenated soy phosphatidylcholine, 

distearoylphosphatidylcholine, sphingomyelin, diacyl glycerol, phosphatidyl ethanolamine, 
phosphatidylglycerol, distearyl phosphatidylcholine, and distearyl 
phosphatidylethanolamine. 


31 . (Amended) The method of claim 29, wherein said liposomes further contain a cationic 
lipid shielded by said coating of hydrophilic polymer chains, said cationic lipid being 
effective to impart a positive liposome-surface charge. 


^ 37. (Amended) The method of claim 29, wherein at least a portion of the hydrophilic 
polymer chains are joined by a chemically releasable bond. 
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
